Procedure Explainec 


Under Act. 331 of 1939 persons solicit 
ing or engaged in post control work a 
tree .surgeons, termite operators, o 
Ihe control of shrubbery or bousol 
pests for compensation must hold 
license issued by the Slate Plant Boarc 
an enactment made necessary by th 
profuse swindling of the general pub 
lie by irrcvs[xjii.sible persons purportin 
to the pest control specialists. Th 
Board will gladly furnish any int 
crested individual the names of a. 
licensed operators including their re 
gistcrcd agents, upon request. 


A rigid examination is required be 


fore a license will be issued, and th 
Board is authorized to revoke the lic- 
ense of of any person trying to do pest 
control work other than that for which 
he is licensed, or who makes mis- 
representations for the purpose of 
defrauding, or who makes promises 
which are not carried out, or who 
uses methods and materials which 
arc not suitable for the purpose for 
which they arc employed. For this 
purpose the Board will investigate 
all complaints which arc received, and 
as M precautionary measure will from 
time to time check the work done and 
the representations made by the var- 
ious license holders mid the property 
owners arc requested to report to the 
£tale Plant Board, Little Rock, Ark- 
HIISUS, the names and addresses of 
any persons engaged in any branch 
of pest control work who do not hold 
licenses. 


To date thirty persons or firms have 


been granted licenses to engage in 
one or more of the four different 
types of pest control work.

Ships From Subs 


But Air Bombers Are Ef- 


fective New Threat 


Against Shipping

The convoy .system works because 


(if 
two 
major 
factors. 
Submarines 


cnnnot tmvel fust or fur under wa- 
ter. 
On top of the water they are as 


vulnerable as three men in a tub. 


II a submarine is compelled to stay 


ur.der 
water to escape 
observnton 


Irom 
the destroyers protecting the 


convoy, it can not overtake the con- 
voy. 
A .submarine has only one chance 


against a convoy. If, by a break, the 
convoy sail 
up to a hidden sub- 


marine, the sub may sink one or more 
.ships. 


Convoy groups of merchant vessels- 


are assembled according to a pre- 
arranged plan. The plan may have 
been handed tn each ship before it 
sails from its home port, so that each 
buiil knuw.s where and when, on its 
return voyage, it will be huddled to- 
gether with -other merchant ships nnd 
moved home under protection of de- 
stroyers. 


The rende/.rous may be out in mid- 


Ttlantic. Often it is in a protected 
port, such as Gilbraltar. From previous 
instructions each ship will know it 
place in the formation. It will have 
also

its 


course, CVCMI telling when to v.ig, when 
to xag. 


Captains Lose Authority 


Tlic moment when his ship joins 


the convoy, each captain loses his 
independence of action. The destroyer 
commanders lake over. For a convoy 
of a do/en ships there may be onlf 
two destroyers. For a convoy of 60 
or more ships, eight or more destroy- 
ers may be assigned. 


Their general direction is toward 


an English port. They don't sail straight 
lor home. They may sail the first 15 
miles at an angle to the south, then 
turn back. They may be unlucky 
and run right into a submarine. But 
the idea of the zig-zag course is to 
prevent a submarine from knowing in 
advance where to lie in wail. 


If the submarine doesn't happen to 


he in the right place it will have a 
haul time getting there. If it sails 
on the surface the desroyers will sight 
it while il s miles away—if the wea- 
Ihei- is clear—und a sighted submarine 
if destroyers are around. 


Yet if it is forced to sail under water 


to intercept the convoy, the sub- 
marine can travel only a short distance 
at its top speed of 12 to H knots, 
before its batteries give out. 


Air Rai<( Danger 


Tho destroyers, meantime race on all 


sides of the convoy, dodging into the 
midst now and then to jack up a lag- 
gard freighter, to make it keep its 
place or its speed. 


The freighters do not zig-zag in- 


dividually within the convoy. They 
would wreck each other. The whole 
convoy turns and twists as a unit, 
like ducks on the wing. A convoy- 
group may be sprawled out over an 
area of several square miles, with 
. 
r>00 to 1,000 yards between vessels, for 
safety. 


While seemingly safe from submarin- 


es, convoys are not yet safe from air 
raids.A heavily-laden freighter si meat 
for even a small air bomb. Its thin 
walls tear like paper. A low-flying 
convoy group frightfully and be away 
Ircim behind the tangle of sluggish 
freighters.

' Most Dangerous 


WASHINGTON — Day by day in 


way, sailing the seven seas is 


tougher and tougher, 


war brings a new "hazard to 


navigation" almost every day. And 
*ach new hazard reported is care- 
fully recorded in the daily bulletins o£ 
the naval hydrographic bureau, which 
art distributed widely. 


Most exciting hazards arc floating 


mines—that is, if you except submarin- 
eS and other ships of war. The hydro- 
graphic office does not record war- 
ships as "hazards ot navigation." It 
is not considered to be one of the 
most friendly acts in the world to tip 
Off one belligerent where another bel- 
li^erent's ship is to be found. 
"That does not mean that subma- 
rines and belligerent warships in gen- 
eral are not reported by Yankee mer- 
chantmen. They are. But the navy con 
skiers such reports as confidential. 
*:The only bit of that sort of informa- 
tion made available was the state- 
ment by the Presiden that submarines 
had been seen off the Atlantic coast 
and again up around Alaska. The 
President did not say whose sub- 
marines they were. You had to guess. 


Special Hazards 


.Within a .month after war started, 
regulations for traveling through the 
English channel had been changed 
several times. A special English pilot 
^required to take a ship through. Any 
commander can trygoing 
it alone, 


but his chances of hitting a mine are 
very good.

England announces 
the area of a new mine field along the 
North sea coast from Hull to New- 
castle. 


Sept. 30—The commander of Fort 


Monroe, at the mouth of the Chesa- 
peake bay, warns ships to stay ou* 
of a certain area where this important 
coast defense point is trying out a 
mine operation. Italy closes all chan- 
nels but one for entering the Adriatic 
seaport of Trieste. 
•Oct. 2—Germany sends the U. S. 
a note of caution that neutral ships 
approaching the English or French 
coasts must not resiste search, must 
not try to run away or send radio 
calls about the presence of sub- 
marines. 


Oct. 3. France sends word that navi- 


gation lights on channel islands off 
the north French coast are extingiush- 
cd "or reduced in power. Sailing there 
without short lights is tricky.

: Oct. 4—Britain warns of two pro- 
tective mine fields off the south and 
west coast of England. Four floating 
mines are reported in mid-North sea 
channel between Harwich, England, 
and Rottendam, Holland. 


Oct. 5 — U. S. Ship Trenton reports 


a mine drifting In the north Baltic. 
'Oct. 6 — Mariners cautioned by En-

Egypt, Palestine, Cyprus, Malta and 
Gibraltar may be extinguished without 
notice.
